For my Part, tho’ my View of the Ap-

_ Ravages they fhall make upon our Liber- 
ties, is like to be as fevere as any Man’s, 


from the Rage and Fury ofa Par:y, who 
_ are in themfelves Implacable, aod whom 


_ God has not been pleafed to Bleis me with 


a Talent to Flatter and Submit to; yet I 
cannot be fo caft down at the Profpeé of 
our Civil Strife, as to give up a Canfe 
which God himfelf has not yet given up. 
However, the Folly, the Divifions, the 
felfith Principles, the Pride, and the Seca- 
rity of the Party that bave had it to De- 
fend, has brought this all upon them. 

The Game was all in their own Hands.

viz. to‘have Liberty, Claims of Right, Re- 
volution, Succefion, Union, Teleration, 
all troden under. Foor. Parliamentary Li- 
mitation and Englifo Conftitution over- 
thrown, Hereditary Right Voted Sacred, 
and then comes the Pretender, for his alone 
is the Hereditary Title, if he Be Legiti- 
mate——>Apd who dare RESIST ? There’s 
thé Ufe, add jndeed the tree Intent and 
Meaning of the Doétrine of* Non- Refiftance 
———They that will (out rbeir Eyes, bes them 
remain Blind. 

But before I goon with thefe Things, 
let me fay a word or twotothe Migiliry, 
who are fuch a Grievance to the Party, 
and’ which they Boaft thal) ‘be a2 Difmifs’d. 

Tis the Honour of the Efpoufers of the 
Nations Liberties, that as many of them 
as are employ’d by her Majefty, in an 
Branch ot the Adminiftration, have dil- 
tinguith’d themfelves from all that ever 
went before them, . not only id Zeal for 
the Service of their Prince, and right 
Judgment of herInteref, by which they 
have raifed their Sovereigns Glory abroad, 
and fixt her Majefty in the Hearts and 
Affeétions of her Sub} é&s at Home-——— 
But have done it from fuch difinterefted 
and hearty Principles, that we neicher hear 
of ‘their Oppreflions among the People, 
nor find any of ch: ir Mifapplications, Nr g- 
|: ts, or Miftakes in the mouths of their 
worit Enemies. 

Itist-o for me to enquire,or for anybedy 
todifpute, why, or for what reafons, her 
Mejefty is pleafed at any time to change 
Hands ia her Royal Administration, or ta 
remove her Servants Hitherto her 
Mjefty has fhewn her great Judgment and 
Wildom in the-Choice of the Wifeft Men 
for her Countellors and Servants——and 
atmoft evecy Kemove has been for better 
—— May ic fill be [, fay¥, withont the 


leaft faggefting whether it is likely to be 


fo of DO. 


But pray, Gentlemen, you that pleafe 
your felves with the view of general Chane 
ges in the Adminiftration, and that boat 
they fhall all go out afer this manner—- 
Let me fpeak a word to you upon the 
Merit of Parties T fhall not be ful 


peGed of Flattery, becaufe you fay they 


are going Outs and when Men Flatter, 
tis generally the rifing, not the falling 
Party.

UR People have been A@ing in 
XJ Trade, juft. as a certain Party are 
now A@ing in the State ——1I mean in 
the Affair of the Trade to Africa 
They are pulling down the Company to 
gtatifie private Interefts, and carry on 
private Profpedts of Advantage 3 nor at all 
weighing, whether what they are doing 
will not be Fatal to the general Entereft, 
Safety aod Profperity of the Natioa’s Com= 
merce. 
- [could run‘the Parallel here a great 
way, but itis cone of my Bufiaefs——— 
Only lec us take a View of a few Heads. 
As Removing she publick Miniftry would be 
a blow to National Credit, and an Inter- 
ruption to our profpedéts of Peace, efpeci- 
ally while we have no View of the Probity 
or Capacity of thofe that fhall come after 3 
and People are juft now perplexing them- 
felves upon thefe Articles So 
Heaving and Thrufting, as caf it, pers 
petual Alarming the Nation with thele Re- 
moves, cannot but do fome Harm in thofe 
Cafes ; atleaft they are far from making 
our publick Credit Advance, or our Allies 
Depend the more heartily upon us: 
Orin thort, from Advancing our genernl 
Intereft in the World.
